allow the project to be 
developed and secur¬ 
ing an architect to 
work alongside the 
trust's board of direc¬ 
tors to design build¬ 
ings that will be 
available at prices 
that are affordable for 
young workers in the 
town." 

Mayor Susie Hos- 
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ford said: "We are 
very grateful to the 10 
local residents who 
have stepped forward 
to set up the trust. 

“Supported by Has- 
toe Housing, Wessex 
CLT and West Dorset 
District Council they 
have worked with the 
town council to create 


an exciting new or¬ 
ganisation that will 
help shape and de¬ 
liver new community 
opportunities in the 
town and surround¬ 
ing area. I would en¬ 
courage anyone who 
wants to see a vi¬ 
brant, sustainable fu¬ 
ture for our town to 


come along and show 
their support by be¬ 
coming a member."

Pegasus takes to air as new ambulance 

DORSET and Somerset Air Ambulance has cho¬ 
sen the name ‘Pegasus’ for their new AW169 he¬ 
licopter. 

In August, the charity announced a competi¬ 
tion to find a name for their aircraft and entries 
immediately began flooding in. By the time the 
closing date arrived, nearly 1,000 entries had 
been received. 

A panel of judges which included the charity’s 
patrons; Annie Maw (Lord Lieutenant of Som¬ 
erset and former patient), Angus Campbell 
(Lord Lieutenant of Dorset), Bill Sivewright 
(DSAA Chief Executive Officer), Anna Philipps 
(DSAA Trustee), Paul Jelley and Jennifer Mol- 
loy (former patients), Paul Owen (DSAA Oper¬ 
ational Lead) and Phil Merritt (Pilot) met on 
24th October and spent a number of hours going 
through the nominations. 

Three entries were shortlisted after receiving 
the same number of votes, before a final delib¬ 
eration saw ‘Pegasus’ come out the winner. 

Four members of the public submitted the 
name as their preferred choice: Mrs Fear (Glas¬ 
tonbury), Poppy Holt (St. Dunstan’s School, 

Glastonbury), Mark Williams (Frome) and An¬ 
gela Andrews (Wincanton). All were extremely 
thrilled when they received a call from the 
charity informing them of the decision. Each 
will be invited to attend a formal naming cere¬ 
mony in January where the name will be un¬ 
veiled on the aircraft. 

Lord Lieutenant of Somerset Annie Maw said: 

“It was my absolute pleasure to be part of the 
judging panel which selected the name for our 
air ambulance. Nearly 16 years ago, I was res¬ 
cued from a fog bound Mendip and on that day 
the air ambulance team found me by locating 
the Cathedral in Wells, then following St 
Thomas Street out of town and up to the top of 
the hills where they hovered very low in the 
search for me. 

“We were miles away, in the middle of inac¬ 
cessible fields; Dorset and Somerset Air Ambu¬ 
lance seemed to descend down in a shaft of 
sunshine. It was miraculous and something 
which I will never forget. It’s very possible that 
the team that day saved my life as I was getting 
pretty ill. Even if they didn’t prevent me from 
actually dying, they certainly protected me 
from having a higher level of paralysis by the 
way they moved me onto the stretcher and into 
the helicopter. 

“If it hadn’t been done by someone as experi¬ 
enced and capable as they were, more of my 
spinal cord would have been damaged and I 
might have ended up unable to use my arms 
and hands. I will always be undyingly grateful 
and it is my absolute pleasure to be one of the 
charity’s patrons. ‘Pegasus’ is a remarkable air¬ 
craft, which I know will help the team to do re¬ 
markable things.” 

Running alongside the naming competition 
was an art competition aimed at the charity’s 
younger audience and entries once again came

flooding in. Many local schools used the oppor¬ 
tunity for pupils to be creative during lessons, 
whilst others promoted the initiative and en¬ 
couraged youngsters to take part. The judges 
were enormously impressed by the quality and 
detail of the entries and found it extremely dif¬ 
ficult to single out the winners. 

Lord Lieutenant of Dorset Angus Campbell 
commented: “I knew that judging both the nam¬ 
ing and art competitions was not going to be 
easy, but it was even harder than I anticipated. 
There were a huge number of entries for the 
name of our splendid new helicopter and a 
large number of them were excellent. It was 
such a difficult and time consuming task to 
pick the best of the best. 

“Judging the art competition with its differ¬ 
ent categories was also a terrific challenge with 
such a huge amount of young talent on display. 
The artistic quality was excellent and we had 
to look long and hard to come to our decisions. 
I found it such a privilege to be involved and to 
be able to appreciate the work and imagination 
that had gone into the entries.”

Forum for 
the town 
takes shape 

■ THE idea of a forum for Dorchester 
Town Centre took a small step forward 
with a few of us meeting this week. We 
wish to make a few facts clear. 

No party politics, none of those I have 
met have a vested interest, and no setting 
out to fight WDDC. 

The latter is a political structure and, 
sadly as party politics are steeped in local 
government, it’s a major anchor to 
progress. 

Some correspondents have said that we 
are not elected. We know! But only nine 
councillors on WDDC represent Dorch¬ 
ester out of 42. And none of the top three 
positions are held by Dorchester council¬ 
lors. So, WDDC is not representative of 
Dorchester - the county town - either. 
Sadly, the town council doesn’t have a real 
say. 

So, why do we feel that another voice 
might be useful? We need to look 20 or 
more years ahead, and consider what the 
town should look like then, and what we 
feel needs to be done to achieve that goal. 
Greater footfall for the many independent 
retailers, restaurants, entertainment 
venues, coupled to a real exploitation of 
our history, much buried deliberately in 
the recent past. More sensible bus stops, 
car parking, park and ride. A destination 
town, not a shopping mall. 

We could do with just three or four more 
on the forum group, and each needs to 
take on a role before we work to get a con¬ 
sensus of how we see things. Then publish 
that view as a report, copied to all the rel¬ 
evant councils and many other bodies. A 
public meeting would also be a way of 
greater involvement.

The alternative is to do nothing, that is 
always the easy way, and you then get 
what unelected, by Dorchester, council¬ 
lors decide! After all, they work for us, not 
the other way round.

street bins, wall-mounted cigarette bins or a 
portable “stubby bin” to help achieve a Litter 
Free Dorset. In Dorchester, the campaign has 
been running the Higher / Lower game, where 
the number of cigarette butts dropped each 
week are recorded by the Keeper of the Walks. 
The Keeper of the Walks keeps Dorchester 
streets clean of litter, working in collaboration 
with the Dorchester BID and the Dorset Waste 
Partnership. 

Over the past seven weeks, the total number 
of cigarette butts that have been discarded 
along Dorchester High Street has dramatically 
dropped. Over the course of a week at the start 
of the campaign there were over 1,000 cigarette 
butts being dropped and swept up. Since the 
campaign started, figures have dropped to 
around 550. Charlie Wild, Litter Free Dorset 
Project Officer said “it’s been amazing to see 
how the figures have decreased. When we talk 
to people about cigarette butt litter, they are 
shocked to hear there is plastic in the filters, 
and what chemicals they can contain. We’ve 
loved seeing how engaged people are with this, 
as it’s not something people usually talk about” 

Did you know that: 

• cigarette filters don’t degrade or dissolve - 
they contain plastic which never disappears 
and a lot of chemicals? 

• cigarette butts dropped or washed down street 
drains can flow directly to the river or sea with 
no interception? 

• you can help save on clean-up costs by using 
the bin. 

Phil Gordon from the Dorchester BID came 
along to unveil the new wall-mounted cigarette 
butt bin that is located behind Argos down 
Prince’s Street. He said “The Dorchester BID is 
proud to be ‘part of the solution’ in Dorchester 
in helping to keep the County town clean with 
our Keeper of the Walks project (in partnership 
with the DWP) and the Butt Bins. The habit of 
automatically dropping a discarded cigarette 


butt is for some, a hard one to break but you 
can’t expect people to do the right thing with¬ 
out giving them the facility of a handy butt 
bin!” By providing an additional cigarette bin 
in a targeted location, the hope is to decrease 
the number of cigarette butts that get dropped 
on the floor. 

Scott Bailey, Keeper of the Walks has been in¬ 
strumental in the campaign in Dorchester. 
Scott said: “I want to thank all of the people 
who have taken part in kicking the habit of 


dropping their cigarette butts and making a dif¬ 
ference to the town. It’s a combined effort from 
the public, the Dorset Waste Partnership and 
the Street Cleansing Team.” 

The Dorset wide #BINYOURBUTT campaign 
has travelled around Dorset to Dorchester, Fer- 
ndown and Swanage. Local businesses and 
community groups have been getting involved 
by displaying posters and handing out free 
portable ashtrays or ‘stubby packs’. If you

Fire service campaign 
to reduce poor parking 


Dorset & Wiltshire Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service has launched an 
awareness campaign across its 
area, targeting poor or inconsid¬ 
erate parking. 

The service is asking all 
drivers “Are we getting 
through?” as, when responding 
to a 999 call, every second that 
the emergency services are de¬ 
layed could have serious, life- 
threatening consequences. 

The smallest fire engine needs 
a minimum of three metres, or 
the width of two cars, to pass 
safely. If you called for help, you 
would want to know firefighters 
could get through. 

Assistant Chief Fire Officer 
Jim Mahoney said: “Inconsider¬ 
ate and dangerous parking has 
long been an issue across the ser¬ 
vice and, as more households 
have more than one car, the 
problem will only grow. If we 
can’t get to a fire or an accident 
because we can’t get our fire en¬ 
gines through, it greatly re¬ 
stricts our effectiveness. I’m 
asking everybody to think before 
they park; yes, it may be conve¬ 


nient for you at the time, but 
what if it was your house or your 
loved one we needed to get to? 
You would want to know that we 
are getting through.” 

One particular area of concern 
is parking on roads near schools, 
as these are often difficult to 
pass through safely, especially 
when cars are dropping off or 
picking up children. Drivers 
may not be parking illegally, but 
the service is urging everyone to 
see whether a smarter option, 
maybe a bit further away, is 
available. 

Poor or inconsiderate parking 
can also affect high streets and 
the roads by fire stations. On-call 
firefighters have to be at their 
station within five minutes of 
their pagers going off, so any 
delay in arriving has a negative 
effect on the emergency re¬ 
sponse. 

The service is therefore asking 
drivers to think before they 
park, with the following advice 
to drivers to help keep narrow 
streets clear: 

• When parked, pull in your wing 


mirrors (don’t forget to flip them 
out before driving off). 

• Don’t park too close to corners 
- fire engines are larger than 
cars and need more room to 
turn. 

• If you’re parking opposite 
someone, remember that a fire 
engine needs three metres, or 
two car widths, to pass safely. 

• Make sure your wheels are 
straight and are not sticking out. 

• Park as close to the kerb as you 
can. 

• Always follow the Highway 
Code and obey road markings 
such as yellow lines and box 
junctions. 

• In narrow streets, only park on 
one side of the road where possi¬ 
ble. 

• Make sure you leave enough 
space for pedestrians on the 
pavement. 

• Don’t block driveways.

STAFF and students at 
Kingston Maurward Col¬ 
lege have been celebrating 
an Ofsted inspection 
which confirmed it to be a

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Reclaiming the night against violence to women 



THE annual Reclaim the Night 
event, organised by a county 
women’s group, is being held in 
Dorchester later this month. 

The event will be taking place on 
Saturday, November 25th from 
6.30pm-10.30pm and will include a 
march on the streets - although the 
majority of the evening’s events will 
be based at the Town Hall. 

It is being organised by WAND - 
Women’s Action Network Dorset - 
which is hosting the night to link in 
with “International End Violence 
Against Women Day” held each year 
on November 25th. 

Tickets cost £3, to be bought on the 
door, and include a drumming work¬ 
shop with Organic Rhythm, a buffet 
supper and a charity auction. The 
main event of the evening will be a 
short march through the Dorchester 
streets to ‘Reclaim the Night’. 

A WAND spokesperson explained: 
“The march through the streets is 
our way of raising awareness of the 
vulnerability faced by many women 
through domestic violence and 
abuse, rape, and honour based vio¬ 
lence. While the event has a serious 
theme, it’s a really fun evening.” 

Some of the money raised from the 
auction will go to support the chil¬ 
dren of the West Dorset Woman’s 
Refuge. The remaining money will 
be going to The Shores (the Dorset 
Sexual Assault Referral Centre) in 
Bournemouth to support their work. 
Last year the event raised over £700, 
including a couple of generous dona¬ 
tions. 

Tracey West, local author and 


broadcaster and proud patron of the 
Women's Action Network Dorset 
says she always looks forward to at¬ 
tending this liberating and vibrant 
event: "It's always a challenge to find 
the right words to talk about the Re¬ 
claim the Night in Dorchester. It is 
undoubtedly a very special night 
where united voices make a positive 
noise to say, 'Enough is enough' but 
I'd like not to have to write them at 
all. I'd love domestic violence to be a 
thing of the past, as would many 
other women in Dorset who are 


faced with a clear and present dan¬ 
ger every day. 

“I would be remiss if I didn't men¬ 
tion here that domestic violence also 
takes place to men and to the LGBTQ 
community too and that's equally ab¬ 
horrent, but the statistics show that 
these crimes are predominantly car¬ 
ried out on women, and Reclaim the 
Night puts a spotlight on that fact. 

“Domestic abuse isn't something 
that happens in other people’s neigh¬ 
bourhoods; it happens everywhere, 
it doesn't give a jot about your place 


on the social spectrum, your income 
or race. It commonly takes place 
under people’s noses and when you 
have a perpetrator who is seemingly 
charming to the rest of the world, it 
can take all of your bravery to step 
forward and contact the police in a 
bid to escape it; thank heavens that 
we still have a refuge. 

“Referrals to the Dorset police con¬ 
tinue to rise. In 2016, they were the 
highest they'd ever been, but so were 
prosecutions and convictions. They 
recorded 5,259 domestic abuse 


crimes, an approximate 10 per cent 
increase on the previous year. From 
January to the end of April 2017, 
they've recorded 1,630 domestic 
abuse crimes. 

“I have spoken with many women 
who have suffered the violent hand 
and/or vicious tongue of an abuser 
and I know that taking steps towards 
reporting a crime can be the most 
terrifying ones, but our police force 
now have specially trained officers 
dedicated to investigating domestic 
abuse offences and there's a dedi¬ 
cated team who support those at 
high-risk. Figures for the first quar¬ 
ter of 2016 showed that out of all UK 
police forces, Dorset achieved the 
highest domestic abuse conviction 
rate in magistrate courts, at 87 per 
cent. 

Saying no to domestic abuse will 
eventually empower you and you 
might not necessarily see it at the 
time, but speaking out is really the 
only way to bring it to an end. Please 
consider coming to our Reclaim the 
Night event and joining the rising 
number of women and men who are 
all saying NO! 

We hope you can join us." 

While WAND recognise that do¬ 
mestic violence doesn’t just affect 
women and that men can also be sub¬ 
jected to it, as a women’s organisa¬ 
tion Reclaim is still focussed on 
support for women.

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Dippy the Diplodocus - 
the making of an icon 



PROFESSOR 
Paul Barrett 
from the Natu¬ 
ral History 
Museum in 
London comes 
to Dorchester 
today to talk 
about ‘Geol¬ 
ogy Revealed: 

‘The making 
of a dinosaur 
icon: the life 
and times of 
Dippy the 
Diplodocus’. 

With Dippy 
arriving at Dorset County Mu¬ 
seum next year as part of a na¬ 
tional tour of the United 
Kingdom, this is a chance to find 
out more about the skeleton 
replica of the iconic North 
American Jurassic dinosaur. 

This talk will tell the story of 
how this amazing specimen 
reached the Natural History Mu¬ 
seum and involves the world’s 
richest man, a Prince, inter¬ 
twined with the development of 
early dinosaur science. 

In addition to its historic inter¬ 
est, Dippy is also a focus for cur¬ 
rent science that is being done 
on diplodocus and its relatives, 
pushing at the boundaries of 
what we know about these amaz¬ 
ing animals.

Weymouth’s North Quay 
to become ’vibrant hub’ 


THE redevelopment of a disused 
council building in Weymouth's 
North Quay was brought to an abrupt 
halt recently after developer Acorn 
South failed to pay its bill. 

The company had planned to con¬ 
vert the offices into flats. However, 
leader of Weymouth and Portland 
Borough Council Jeff Cant said every 
cloud has a silver lining and that the 
council is using the blow to re-evalu¬ 
ate what's really important to the 
town: 

"I'm very adamant that we're not 
going to go for profit maximisation in 
the council at the moment. What we 
want is legacy sites that will add 
value to the town and its economy for 
the future. With blocks of flats you're 


going to get nothing but what they 
are - nobody will go there except the 
residents who live there. 

"So we're asking for more detailed 
architects' proposals to look at a 
mixed site with shops, offices and 
cafes. In order for the town to become 
a more modern, more vibrant, all¬ 
year-round destination, we need to 
create more buzz around the harbour 
and around the sea-front. This won't 
happen if we allow masses of four or 
five storey bland flats to be developed 
there. So, whilst there is residential 
going up around the harbour, our 
focus at the moment is creating vi¬ 
brant businesses and places for peo¬ 
ple to come and park their car and 
have a coffee and wander around the 


harbourside." 

Mr Cant said he wants it to comple¬ 
ment the plans for Weymouth's 
peninsula, which will reflect the true 
nature of the town. 

"We took out all the ideas of blocks 
of flats very expensive flats, which 
would probably have been for people 
who live in other parts of the country 
and travel down. Instead, we're hav¬ 
ing lots of leisure sites like indoor 
surfing and rock climbing; a couple of 
boutique hotels; a fisherman's area 
and an artists' area, so it's really 
going to become very much a part of 
the economic community of Wey¬ 
mouth. We want to do something 
complementary to this on the old 
council site." 


Marking a special birthday this week 


A Dorset charity marked how far 
they have come this week by celebrat¬ 
ing the 100th birthday of their 
founder member. 

Phyllis Edwards’ first child Marilyn 
was born in 1948 with cerebral palsy. 
It took two years for her to be diag¬ 
nosed, only for doctors to tell her 
mother there was no other option but 
to send Marilyn away. 

However Phyllis was determined 
that more could be done and despite 
many setbacks she sent two letters to 
the Bournemouth Echo, with the sec¬ 
ond one receiving nine responses. 

Two months later, a group was 
formed with the intention of provid¬ 
ing better opportunities for children 
with physical and learning disabili¬ 
ties. 

This was the beginning of the 
Dorset charity that is now called Di¬ 
verse Abilities. Within one year the 
first centre opened in Bournemouth 
and, in 1957, the society was regis¬ 
tered as a charity. From then on, the 
charity grew and developed to offer 
more services to more people. 

Ashley Weedon, fundraising man¬ 
ager at Diverse Abilities, said: "Just 
imagine having a child and being 
told, there is no other option but to 
send them away. 

"We are so thankful to Phyllis and 
her determination to succeed." 

Diverse Abilities now supports 
more than 2,000 local people through 
a wide range of services. 

One person who benefits from the 
services is Andrea Lennox-Gordon’s 
daughter Victoria.

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Fossils from man’s earliest ancestors 
found on Dorset’s Jurassic Coast

FOSSILS of the oldest mammals related to 
mankind have been discovered on the Juras¬ 
sic Coast of Dorset. 

The two teeth are from small, rat-like crea¬ 
tures that lived 145 million years ago in the 
shadow of the dinosaurs. They are the earli¬ 
est undisputed fossils of mammals belonging 
to the line that led to human beings. 

They are also the ancestors to most mam¬ 
mals alive today, including creatures as di¬ 
verse as the blue whale and the pigmy shrew. 
The findings were published this week in the 
Journal, Acta Palaeontologica Polonica, in a 
paper by Dr Steve Sweetman, Research Fel¬ 
low at the University of Portsmouth, and co¬ 
authors from the same university. 

Dr Sweetman, whose primary research in¬ 
terest concerns all the small vertebrates that 
lived with the dinosaurs, identified the teeth 
but it was University of Portsmouth under¬ 
graduate student, Grant Smith who made the 
discovery. 

Dr Sweetman said: “Grant was sifting 
through small samples of earliest Cretaceous 
rocks collected on the coast of Dorset as part 
of his undergraduate dissertation project in 
the hope of finding some interesting remains. 
Quite unexpectedly he found not one but two 
quite remarkable teeth of a type never before 
seen from rocks of this age. I was asked to 
look at them and give an opinion and even at 
first glance my jaw dropped!” 

“The teeth are of a type so highly evolved 
that I realised straight away I was looking at 
remains of Early Cretaceous mammals that 
more closely resembled those that lived dur¬ 
ing the latest Cretaceous - some 60 million 


years later in geological history. In the world 
of palaeontology there has been a lot of debate 
around a specimen found in China, which is 
approximately 160 million years old. This 
was originally said to be of the same type as 
ours but recent studies have ruled this out. 
That being the case, our 145 million year old 
teeth are undoubtedly the earliest yet known 
from the line of mammals that lead to our 


own species.” 

Dr Sweetman believes the mammals were 
small, furry creatures and most likely noctur¬ 
nal. One, a possible burrower, probably ate 
insects and the larger may have eaten plants 
as well. He said: “The teeth are of a highly ad¬ 
vanced type that can pierce, cut and crush 
food. They are also very worn which suggests 
the animals to which they belonged lived to a 


good age for their species. No mean feat when 
you’re sharing your habitat with predatory 
dinosaurs!” 

The teeth were recovered from rocks ex¬ 
posed in cliffs near Swanage which has given 
up thousands of iconic fossils. Grant, now 
reading for his Master’s degree at The Uni¬ 
versity of Portsmouth, said that he knew he 
was looking at something mammalian but 
didn’t realise he had discovered something 
quite so special. His supervisor, Dave Martill, 
Professor of Palaeobiology, confirmed that 
they were mammalian, but suggested Dr 
Sweetman, a mammal expert should see 
them. 

Professor Martill said: “We looked at them 
with a microscope but despite over 30 years’ 
experience these teeth looked very different 
and we decided we needed to bring in a third 
pair of eyes and more expertise in the field in 
the form of our colleague, Dr Sweetman. 

“Steve made the connection immediately, 
but what I’m most pleased about is that a stu¬ 
dent who is a complete beginner was able to 
make a remarkable scientific discovery in 
palaeontology and see his discovery and his 
name published in a scientific paper. The 
Jurassic Coast is always unveiling fresh se¬ 
crets and I’d like to think that similar discov¬ 
eries will continue to be made right on our 
doorstep.” 

One of the new species has been named 
Durlstotherium newmani, christened after 
Charlie Newman, the landlord of the Square 
and Compass pub in Worth Matravers, close 
to where the fossils were discovered. 


Author to talk on his Children’s Centenary Concert

DR Ron Dawson is probably best known for his 
children’s Scary Bones fantasy stories, but the 
Dorset-based author is also one of the com¬ 
posers and organisers of The Lest We Forget 
Children’s Concert that will take place in Birm¬ 
ingham next year and bring to a dramatic fi¬ 
nale events to mark the centenary of the First 
World War. 

On Remembrance Sunday this year (Novem¬ 
ber 12th) Mr Dawson will be at the Convivial 
Rabbit micropub in Trinity Street, Dorchester, 
between 1 and 2pm to imbibe a classic pint or 
two and, between sups, he will be chatting and 
answering questions about how he developed 
his idea for a children's concert, how a Govern¬ 
ment Department came to provide sufficient 
funding for the concert to go ahead and how he 
has set about organising it. 

The entire concert will be performed by chil¬ 
dren under the age of 18. The centre piece will 
be a choir of 2,500 children drawn from across 
the UK, including over 300 from Dorset, who 
will be dressed to represent a Remembrance 
Poppy. The programme also includes a giant 
youth orchestra of 150 young musicians, a 
brass band, a 20-strong acoustic guitar ensem¬ 
ble, dramatic performances, a sequence re¬ 
membering Sydney Lewis who was enlisted 
aged 12 to become Dorset's youngest soldier, 
and a parade of 57 flags representing the na¬ 
tional participants involved. The flags will be 
on display at the Convivial Rabbit (but will you 
be able to name them all?). 

The concert will climax with a mass singing 
of 'Lest we Forget', a song written and co-com- 
posed by Ron, and which was the inspiration 
for a Children's Remembrance Concert staged 
at the Bournemouth International Centre in 
2015 by Dorset's Music Education services. 
With up to 3,000 young performers and an an¬ 
ticipated audience of nine to ten thousand this 
national concert will certainly be another 'Re¬ 
membrance' not to be forgotten. 


Dr Dawson commented: “I am delighted that 
the Department for Communities and Local 
Government is making this concert possible. If 
the spirit and duty of Remembrance is to en¬ 
dure, it must be passed on from generation to 
generation. The ambition of this Children’s 
Centenary Concert is to renew that remem¬ 
brance, educate and show our eternal gratitude 
to those who lived, fought and died in that ter¬ 
rible war a century ago. 

“The First World War was not just fought on 


the battlefields of Northern Europe and the 
concert will also commemorate the vital con¬ 
tributions made by soldiers, sailors and air¬ 
men drawn from all four corners of the globe. 
It will also tell the story of the role of women 
played on the home front.” 

The Lest We Forget Children’s Concert will 
take place at the Gentings Arena, NEC Birm¬ 
ingham on the evening of Saturday, November 
3rd, 2018. 

Tickets are expected to go on sale in January 
2018.

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HOW TO BRIGHTEN YOUR GARDEN WITH BERRIES AND FEED THE BIRDS AT THE SAME TIME

AS AUTUMN leaves fall and the days become shorter, many gardens are plunged into gloom. One saving grace is 
berries - from reds and oranges to blacks - which brighten up the often colour-free winter garden, and provide vital 
food for birds. Many of them stand bold against evergreen leaves, providing an impressive display of contrast. 


• Rosehips last through winter 

Berries, or hips, are a must for anyone 
who wants colour in their garden in the 
coldest months. And the first place to look 
is roses, some of which produce 
wonderful hips such as Rosa 
'Scharlachglut' and Rosa x jacksonii 'Max 
Graf', which both produce a profusion of 
red hips. 

Bright orange and red hues also come 
from Rosa moyesii, while darker hips, 
ranging from a deep chocolate colour to 
black, come from the burnet roses, Rosa 
pimpinellifolia. 

When you are buying roses, do 
remember that not all of them produce 
hips, so you need to ask at your garden 
centre. 



• Keep it low-maintenance 

Other common berry-producers include 
the easy-to-grow, low-maintenance 
cotoneaster, which provides a wealth of 
colour in winter. Its nutritious berries are 
feasted on by blackbirds, waxwings and 
thrushes. 

Big-berried varieties include C 
microphyllus - the berries are as big as the 
leaves - which look even better if the frost 
clings to them, while C lacteus red berries 
will endure the harshest winter and C 
Rothschildianus produces bright yellow 
berries. 

• Check plant gender for berry 
success 

Although holly berries are often ripe by 
autumn, birds such as song thrushes, 
blackbirds, fieldfares and redwings don't 
usually feed on them until late winter. 

Many gardeners complain that their 
shrubs do not produce berries, and this is 
likely to be a problem of gender rather 
than any disease or weakness in the plant. 

Most varieties of holly, for instance, carry 
the male and female flowers on separate 
plants, so one of each is required for

fertilisation to take place. 

To pollinate, the female has to have a 
male nearby. Many of the variegated 
cultivars are male and will never bear 
berries - and some of the names are 
misleading, such as 'Golden Queen', 
which is a male, while 'Golden King' and 
'Indian Chief' are both female. 

But there are varieties that are self-fertile, 
with male and female flowers, where one 
plant is therefore capable of producing 
berries. 

• Display skimmias 

Another wonderful shrub producing 
berries in autumn and winter is Skimmia 
japonica, but that also needs both male 
and female plants to produce its vibrant 
red berries, apart from the hermaphrodite 
S. japonica ssp. reevesiana, which has 
both male and female parts. 

For a fabulous display of purple fruits, 
you need to grow a male variety near 
Gaultheria mucronata 'Stag River'. 

Others which require a male to pollinate 
the fruit-bearing female include sea 
buckthorn (Hippophae rhamnoides), 
Aucuba japonica and Viburnum davidii.

while trees and shrubs that bear 
ornamental fruit without needing two 
plants include Arbutus unedo, crataegus, 
malus, sorbus, pyracantha, cotoneaster, 
euonymus and berberis. 

• Dark and dramatic 

Darker, more dramatic colours can be 
obtained from the berries of the berberis. 
Try B darwinii - it produces masses of 
blue-black fruits and is particularly suited 
to a light spot in the garden. 

Other winter wonders - both for their 
delicious scents and their flowers and 
berries are viburnums. 

V tinus has deep blue berries which 
contrast effectively with its evergreen 
leaves, while V opulus Xanthocarpum 
provides us with big bunches of yellow 
berries and makes a good hedging plant, 
and provides food for birds throughout 
winter.

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Unusual finds you may come across this Autumn

• Earthstars (Geastrum triplex) 

Kicking up leaves this autumn? You 
might find these strange flower-like 
fungi which grow on dead organic 
matter, and are often found in the leaf 
litter beneath conifers and deciduous 
trees. These fascinating fruiting bodies 
emerge during autumn when their 
bulbous outer casing folds out like the 
petals of a flower, creating a star effect. 




• Kippered carrots 


Some pretty strange-shaped root veg 
come out of the ground at this time of 
year. Indeed, carrots can appear to have 
fangs, be split, curled, inter-twined or 
best of all 'kippered' - opened out and 
flattened like a kipper. 

Much damage, especially kippering, is 
down to a virus infection, but other 
distortion is due to damage to the tender 
tip of the young root because of contact 
with stones, damage from hoeing or 
weeding, or by microscopic worms 
called root-knot nematodes (there are 
many forms of nematode). Weird 
carrots, although unsightly to some, can 
of course still be eaten.

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Dorset Police officer dismissed 
after misconduct hearing 


A DORSET Police officer has 
been dismissed following a 
misconduct hearing. 

Police Constable Kenneth 
Walmsley appeared at a mis¬ 
conduct hearing on Wednes¬ 
day, November 1st after 
admitting using a police pool 
car for personal use and im¬ 
properly using the police com¬ 
puter information system. 

The panel found that the offi¬ 
cer had breached the stan¬ 
dards of professional 
behaviour for police relating to 
orders and instructions, confi¬ 
dentiality, discreditable con¬ 
duct and honesty and integrity. 

The panel concluded that the 
breaches of the professional 
standards amounted to gross 
misconduct and that taken to¬ 
gether they were so serious 
that the necessary disciplinary 
outcome was immediate dis¬ 
missal without notice. 

The hearing was told that PC 
Walmsley, who has been em¬ 
ployed by the force since 2001, 
was working at Winfrith with 
the Disclosure and Barring Ser¬ 
vice when he used a police 
pool car for personal use on a 
number of occasions between 
March 23rd 2016 and January 
23rd 2017. He also used a po¬ 
lice fuel card to refuel the vehi¬ 
cle. The hearing was told that 
PC Walmsley had since repaid 
all the money that was charged 
to the fuel card. 

PC Walmsley also admitted 
searching for information relat¬ 


ing to family members on the 
Dorset Police computer infor¬ 
mation system, which is a 
breach of force policy. He did 
not disclose the information he 
obtained from the searches to 
anybody else. 

The hearing panel was 
chaired by an independent 
legally qualified chair Mr Ian 
Taylor. 

Following the hearing. 
Deputy Chief Constable James 
Vaughan said: "Police officers 
have to adhere to the highest 
standards of both professional 
and personal behaviour. 

"Members of the public quite 
rightly expect the core value of 
honesty and integrity to be up¬ 
held and demonstrated by offi¬ 
cers within the police service. 
By abiding to this standard, of¬ 
ficers gain and maintain the 
trust of the public, which is es¬ 
sential to policing our local 
communities. 

"I recognise that PC Walms¬ 
ley served Dorset Police for 
more than 15 years prior to 
these incidents and showed re¬ 
morse for his actions, which he 
fully admitted. However, it re¬ 
mains the case that his be¬ 
haviour saw him fall below the 
standard expected of officers 
and took place over a period of 
several months. 

"I agree with the panel's view 
that it would be untenable that 
an officer who has behaved in 
this way can continue to hold a 
position within the force." 


Secretary of State signals his support 
for restructuring of local government 


THE Secretary of State, the Rt 
Hon Sajid Javid MP, has an¬ 
nounced he is ‘minded to im¬ 
plement’, subject to 
Parliamentary approval, the 
proposal for restructuring 
local government in Dorset. 

Six of the county's authori¬ 
ties voted to support the pro¬ 
posal but it was opposed by 
councillors in Christchurch, 
Purbeck and East Dorset. 

The new structure, aimed at 
saving £108m over six years, 
would come into effect in 
April 2019. 

Under the plans, Dorset 
County Council would cease 
to exist and Bournemouth, 
Poole and 

Christchurch 
would merge. 

The second 
council would 
be formed 
from East 
Dorset, 

North Dorset, ^ 

Purbeck, 

Weymouth & 

Portland and 
West Dorset. 

The reor- 



was proposed after it emerged 
the authorities had to make 
£200m of savings by 2019. 

An eight-week consultation 
held in 2016 found residents 
"overwhelmingly" supported 
the plans. 

A joint statement from 
councillors in Dorset, 
Bournemouth, Poole, Wey¬ 
mouth, North Dorset and 
West Dorset said "the scale of 
the task cannot be underesti¬ 
mated" but it would be "far 
outweighed by the scale of the 
prize". 

Two joint committees for the 
new council areas have al¬ 
ready been set up to agree 
how assets are shared and 
how senior staff will be ap¬ 
pointed. The change 
would probably lead to 
councillor roles being 
cut from 331 to about 
180, and the loss of 
about 450, mainly se¬ 
nior, council jobs. 

Christchurch 
council leader 
David Flagg said the 
authority intended 
to make representa¬ 
tion to the Secretary of 
State.

David McIntosh, chief exec¬ 
utive of Christchurch & East 
Dorset councils, said both au¬ 
thorities would consider mak¬ 
ing their own representations. 

Councillor Gary Suttle, 
Leader of Purbeck District 
Council, said: “ In January 
2017, Purbeck District Council 


voted against the proposal 
and this position has not 
changed. Following today’s 
announcement by the Secre¬ 
tary of State, we will consider 
the implications for our resi¬ 
dents and may make further 
representations during the 
consultation period.”

"It was great for Tom to come on 
and produce a match winning assist 
with a tremendous cross.
